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Personnel Problems of Dental Practice 
in War Time 
W. N. MILier* 


Basic personnel problems still remain 
basic even if war times give them a 
slightly peculiar twist. A search for the 
obvious and common-sense solution of 
each problem as presented will always 
be our best defense against trouble. 


PRACTICE MANAGEMENT 


This wartime is a boomtime in general 
but for dentistry it should be a super- 
boom time. With commodities, cars, and 
gadgets off the market, with gasoline 
rationed, what a marvelous opportunity 
to induce these big wage earners to con- 
sider the health of their mouths. You 
should be extremely busy. You should be 
collecting old accounts rapidly and get- 
ting cash for current accounts. The war- 
time problem I am thinking of in this 
connection is that ever present one of 
getting the dentist awake to his responsi- 
bilities and opportunities. In the past few 
years many dentists have been taking 
postgraduate courses on various branches 
of technic and, in many instances giving 
the community the benefit of this ‘en- 
hancement of their skill without com- 
mensurately advancing their fees. If you 
are one of these, then think this problem 
over carefully, and decide upon a scale 
of fees that will give you the time to do

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each operation with the proper attention 
to detail and without the tension of 
haste. True, a few patients will be auto- 
matically eliminated from your practice 
but some new and better patients will 
be attracted. Every practice is in a con- 
stant state of flux. Have yours improv- 
ing constantly instead of going backward. 
As far as you are concerned the “elite” 
are not necessarily the socially elite. 
Quality patients are those who will learn 
to give excellent home care to a mouth 
constantly in a state of repair at your 
hands and who will return promptly at 
your appointment for a semi-annual pro- 
phylactic and examination treatment. 
Present your collection demand this 
way, “It is patriotic to buy War Bonds 
but not if you are using my money. Let 
me buy the bonds too.” Do some select- 
ing of the patients you serve. Now is the - 
time to work quickly for those who can 
pay quickly. Get the slow payers’ ap- 
pointments spread over a longer period. 
Recognize the “problem patients.” 


DENTAL ASSISTANT 


Private practitioners feel the impact 
of war first on the changing conditions 
for dental assistants. Even in normal 
times these young ladies sometimes give 
us a headache by leaving us just as they 
become proficient and just as we have 
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become accustomed to place great de- 
pendence on them. Just now it is quite 
probable that the “turn-over” in dental 
assistant positions has reached a new 
high. More new girls are being trained 
for this service now and the number of 
high quality girls with good background 
is proportionally small. It has never 
been enough precaution to merely select 
the best of those available because a 
studied and consistent training plan is 
vital to the evolution of any lay person 
to the peculiar personality best suited to 
help us. More than ordinary attention 
must now be given to best present the 
assistant’s duties and responsibilities to 
her. She may have less native ability 
than our former applicants and she may 
not be with us long so we must “force” 
her training to get the most value from 
her while we have her. The average 
wage paid dental assistants always has 
been too small. It is surprising that as 
much competence as we find can flourish 
under the present scale. It is a tribute to 
the fascinating nature of the work that 
more young women do not leave dental 
offices for the much greater pay of the 
war plant. A fair wage raise would hold 
that assistant of yours who is toying 
with the thought of the production line. 
Don’t wait until she quits to offer her 
more, for that procedure is psychologi- 
cally wrong. I advocate the bonus sys- 
tem because you can have a low basic 
weekly wage rate that works to your 
advantage when on vacation or ill or in 
slow business conditions and gives the 
assistant pay commensurate with the 
amount of work she has to do. Her added 
feeling of partnership does much for the 
office morale. 


ADVERTISERS 


One personnel problem that may be 
peculiar to Michigan is the attitude of 
our organized society toward those of the 
profession who have been “advertisers.” 
We have for years been looking forward 
to. the time when we could eliminate 
this evidence of professional contention 
that glared from signs and windows and 
advertisements in the press. When finally 


this goal was accomplished we had not 
formulated a constructive plan for assimi- 
lating the erstwhile offenders and so we 
now punish them and refuse to accept 
them. We even let them go into the 
armed forces as privates since they can- 
not get commissions if we say they are 
“un-clean.” I can see a great deal of 
harm and no good in this attitude toward 
those members of the profession we are 
trying to convert to our ethical stand- 
ards. 


DENTAL POLITICS 


A problem involving the future of the 
profession is presented by the increased 
activity and broadened scope of the duties 
demanded of the officers of the society. 
The war has brought appointments to 
the Procurement and Assignment Service 
and the appointment of dentists to draft 
boards and key positions in defense both 
civilian and military. In ordinary times 
there are a fixed number of society 
offices and committee appointments with 
several aspirants for each. The whole 
political machinery of any organization 
consists in keeping a goodly number of 
these would be satellites in a process of 
grooming for the appointments available. 
Those who become the most tractable 
and can be depended upon to support 
the policies of their superiors hope even- 
tually to be rewarded with organization 
support to higher office. Suddenly our 
dental society officers have been called on 
for sufficient appointments and recom- 
mendations to place the whole “stable” 
of political aspirants. In many instances 
these men are not of the type that should 
represent the dental profession. We 
should watch the actions of this group 
and when they come up for election in 
the society we should challenge their 
candidacy. I suggest that we send bal- 
lots to all members of our society and 
receive nominations and election votes 
by mail. Some such plan must be devised 
or we will have an unsavory element 
seeking control of our society administra- 
tion.

INDUSTRIAL DENTAL HEALTH 
PROGRAMS BEING STUDIED 


Several problems relating to the future 
of dental practice were considered at a 
regular meeting of the Public and Pro- 
fessional Relations Committee held at the 
Palmer House, August 26, 1943. Dr. L. 
D. Heacock, Dental Consultant of the 
Division of Industrial Hygiene of the U. 
S. Public Health Service outlined the 
program of the Public Health Service 
and its plan for cooperation with state 
health departments and local dental so- 
cieties. Miss Josephine Bessems, Director 
of the Dental Hygiene Institute, in her 
report for the Institute, outlined the 
industrial program that the Institute is 
about to get under way. The plan is 
patterned along the same lines as the 
industrial program that was sponsored 
by the Chicago Dental Society a number 
of years ago. The industrial organiza- 
tion, hdwever, is expected to pay for the 
actual cost of the examination of its em- 
ployees. 

Chairman Fleming informed the Com- 
mittee that during May Dr. George A. 
Peters, Dental Consultant of the Indus- 
trial Division of the State Department 
of Health, outlined a tentative dental 
program for establishing dental service at 
the Carnegie-Illinois Steel Company. He 
said that the program was discussed with 
Dr. Richard Bennett, Medical Director 
of this corporation, who indicated that 
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he didn’t want to proceed with the pro- 
gram until it had the approval and 
support of the Chicago Dental Society. 
During the discussion that followed Dr. 
Glenn Cartwright, who is a member of 
the Dental Health Education Committee 
of the Illinois State Dental Society, an- 
nounced that his committee had been 
asked to consider and endorse a similar 
program for this corporation. Since ‘here 
seemed to be an overlapping in ti... con- 
sideration of this problem by the two 
societies, it was suggested that a sub- 
committee be appointed to work with the 
State Society’s Committee. It was indi- 
cated that if the State Committee formu- 
lated a program acceptable to the Illinois 
State Dental Society, it also would be 
acceptable to the Public and Professional 
Relations Committee of the Chicago 
Dental Society. Chairman Fleming then 
named a subcommittee to be called “The 
Industrial Advisory Committee,” with 
Dr. Elmer Ebert as chairman. Dr. A. J. 
Pearce and another member of the Pub- 
lic and Professional Relations Committee 
to be chosen later, will comprise the 
remainder of this subcommittee. 
Chairman Fleming requested the ap- 
proval of his Committee for the estab- 
lishment of a subcommittee on social 
trends. The purpose of this Committee 
would be to review and correlate the 


findings of various organizations in the 


field of social trends and to formulate 
plans for the protection of the profession 
in the future. Dr. Cartwright moved that 
the chairman be empowered to appoint 
such a committee to investigate and 
study the problems of social trends and 
to report back to the Public and Pro- 
fessional Relations Committee. Motion 
was carried but as yet the committee 
has not been named. 

The new slide film produced by the 
Dental Hygiene Institute titled “The 
Mortons Make Some Changes” was 
shown to the Committee. After the 
showing of the film various members of

the Committee and guests expressed their 
enthusiastic approval and congratulated 
Miss Bessems for her part in its produc- 
tion. Miss Bessems asked the Committee 
to outline a policy to guide her in the 
sale of the two films already produced 
by the Institute. Since requests for the 
purchase of the films have been made by 
individual dentists, she desired to know 
if she was authorized to sell them either 
film. Dr. Scanlon moved that the ques- 
tion of the sale of films be referred to 
the Professional Policy and Guidance 
Committee of the Institute. This motion 
was approved.
